Two-state, four-county chase ends in shootout near Opp

A chase which began in Holmes 
County, Florida ended in Covington 
County, Alabama with shots being 
fired and one individual wounded. 

According to reports, the incident 
began mid-morning Tuesday when 
Dallas Simmons (age unknown at 
press me) abducted his estranged 
wife at gun-point from a bank in 
Bonifay, Florida. 

Florida law enforcement agencies 
put out a B.O.L.O. (Be-On-Look- 
Out) for a light tan, late model, Nis- 
san bearing a Florida license plate. 
The vehicle reportedly belong to 
Simmons’ estranged wife Kathy. 

The vehicle was spotted shortly 
afterwards in Geneva, Alabama by 
Geneva Police Chief Frankie Lind- 
sey. The chicf, on his unmarked po- 
lice car, was able to stop the vehicle 
with the assistance of another un- 
marked Geneva police car. 

After the Geneva police had the 
Suspect vehicle stopped, Simmons 
flashed a pistol, holding it to his 
wife’s head and telling officers he 
would kill her if they did not let 
them go. The officers backed off. 

The suspect vehicle, still being 
driven by Mrs. Simmons, proceeded 
north toward Enterprise with Geneva 
police in “surveillance pursuit.” 

Enterprise police were alerted to 
the situation and prepared for a pos- 
sible interception of the vehicle as it 
approached the city. 

As the car reached Enterprise the 
decision was made to allow it to pro- 
ceed through the city (downtown) 
and attempt a “take down“ once it 
had cleared the congested area. 

A favorable opportunity did not 


present itsclf for the car to be 
stopped so it was allowed to contin- 
ue westward. New Brockton and 
Elba police were alerted that the sus- 
pect car was headed their way along 
U.S. Highway 84. 

A plan to stop the car East of 
Elba before it entered the downtown 
area did not materialize. Again, the 
Suspect car was allowed to pass 
through town and plans made to 
make the stop once it had cleared the 
congested area. 

Just West of Elba, the intensity of 
the pursuit heightened as police units 
allempted to pass the vehicle and ex- 
ecute a “rolling roadblock.” That is a 
situation where police vehicles get in 
front of behind and on the side of the 
suspect car and force it to stop. Each 
time this was tried, the suspect 
placed the gun to his wife’s head or 
pointed the weapon at the interven- 
ing officers. They backed off fearing 
that he might harm the woman. 

The chase proceeded through 
Danley’s Crossroads and to U. S. 
331 where it then turned South to- 
ward Opp. 

At one point, there were more 
than a dozen law enforcement vehi- 
cles in pursuit of a vehicle occupied 
by a man and driven by his cs- 
tranged wife. 

The decision was made to stop 
the suspect vehicle at a bridge just 
north of Opp where Lake Frank 
Jackson backs up under Highway 
331. The Opp police responded 
along with Covington County Sher- 
iff's units. 

As the suspect vehicle traveled 
South, Simmons apparently ordered 
his wife to stop the car. When she 
did, he fired at the pursuit vehicles 
striking Chicf Lindsey’s car several

As the chase neared the road- 
block, the suspect car tumed righi 
onto N. Opine Road (Covington Co. 
Rd. 38) with law enforcement vchi- 
cles in “hot pursuit.” 

The chase continued down Co. 
Rd. 38 toward a crossroads where a 
Covington County Sheriff's unit had 
sect up a roadblock. The suspect car 
slowed down as it neared the road- 
block but then sped pass the sheriff's 
unit onto a dirt road. 

As the car roared pass, one of the 
deputies stepped out of the woods 
where he had taken cover and shot 
the tires of the suspect car with an 
fully-automatic weapon, causing a 
blow-out, 

The car continued for four-tenths 
of a mile down the dirt road before 
Mrs. Simmons lost control or pur- 
posely ran into the ditch. 

The suspect began firing at the of- 
ficers in pursuit as they approached 
the car.

Simmons was taken into custody 
at the scene by Investigator Ronnie 
Davis who turned him over to Cov- 
ington County Sheriff's deputies. 

He was transported to Mizell Me- 
morial Hospital by the Opp Rescue 
Squad, where was he received treat- 
ment for the leg wound. 

Simmons was later moved to the 
Covington County Jail in Andalusia, 
Alabama. 

Mrs. Simmons suffered no visible 
physical injuries during her ordeal. 
She was allowed to return to Boni- 
fay, accompanied by Holmes County 
deputies. 

According to Covington County 
Sheriff Wilbur Mitchell, charges 
against Simmons could include kid-

State Superintendent of Education 
Wayne Teague said the amount of 
power to give school councils is the 
main sticking point on site-based 
management.

Sandra Sims-deGraffenried, di-

Limiting Second Amendment Will Not Stop Gun Violence 


The U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives has voted to pass the contro- 
versial Brady Bill which limits an 
individual's right to purchase a hand- 
gun. While this legislation is well- 
intentioned, it actually misses the 
point on the root cause of gun vio- 
lence. 

Last Wednesday, on a vote of 
238 to 189, the U.S. House approved 
the Brady Bill. This legislation calls 
for a five-day waiting period before 
the purchase of a handgun. 

Although, Iam extremely con- 
cerned about the rise in the level of 
gun-related violence across this coun- 
try, I voted against the Brady Bill. 
Simply put, in states where similaror 
tougher restrictions are in place there 
has been no decline in crime. 

Let’s look at some examples, 
California, which has a 15-day wait- 
ing period on gun purchases, contin- 
ues to experience a wide variety of 
gun-related crimes. 

Even more telling, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, which has a total 
ban on all guns, leads the nation in 
murders per capita — over 400 this 
year and counting. 

In one of the more dramatic 
California gun slaying cases, in 1989 
Patrick Purdy shot and killed five 
school children, then turned a gun on 
himself. 

He had undergone a police 
background check and his gun pur- 
chase was approved despite his ex- 
tensive criminal history. 

This is the same man who was 
arrested on a dangerous weapons 
charge, was arrested and charged with 
attempted robbery and criminal con- 
spiracy, was arrested for firing a pis- 
tol in a national forest, and had re- 
sisted arrest.

arms restrictions are not the answer 
to growing crime. The gun violence 
rate could be better controlled by 
tougher sentences against criminals, 
instead of a revolving door justice 
system we currently have, 

Not only will the Brady Bill 
have little effect in curbing the rash 
of gun violence sweeping our na- 
tion, but it and a host of other so- 
called anti-crime bills passed by the 
House, aim Straight for the taxpayer’ s 
wallet. 

In its rush to appear to be 
tough on crime, the House of Repre- 
sentatives also passed several other 
symbolic bills which look good on 
paper but actually do very little. 

For example, the House man- 
dated that another 50,000 policemen 
be placed on the nation’s streets, and 
more drug treatment be offered for 
prisoners. However, the House did 
not provide the funds to pay for these 
expansions. So state and local gov- 
ernments will be left to pick up the 
tab — that means you! 

In case of the Brady Bill it is 
clear that criminals don’t abide by 
laws and will certainly not be de- 
terred by the enactment of gun con- 
trol legislation. 

The best way to rid our streets 
and neighborhoods from crime is to 
pass and enforce tough, mandatory 
prison sentences for crimes commit- 
ted with a handgun. 

We mustalso provide the tools 
needed by law enforcement agen- 
cies and the judicial system to en- 
force laws already on the books. 

Punishing criminals is the 
only way to reduce crime without 
infringing upon the rights of law- 
abiding citizens as protected under 
the Second Amendment of the Con- 
stitution.

900 eligible children in Coffee 
County.

discontinued. 

Usable and repairable toys, such 
as bicycles, games and books for 
children 1 - 12 years of age, will be 
accepted. Donations of new toys are 
also appreciated. Toys will be col- 
lected through December 1, 1993, 
but are needed as soon as possible so 
that there will be ample time for re- 
pairs. The collection point for the 
Elba arca will be the Elba Police De- 
partment, 
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The Coffee County Humane Soci- 
ety has served Coffee County for 
several years and citizens of Elba 
have been loyal and supportive 
members from our beginning, Re- 
cently, however, our membership 
from Elba has increased significant- 
ly. We wish to welcome these new 
members and encourage them to par- 
ticipate in our activities. Only with a 
growing membership can we make 
our influence felt in secing that ani- 
mals are not abused and that our citi- 
zens have some place to register 
complaints about such abuse. 

The Coffee County Humane Soci- 
ety is a non-profit, tax exempt, chari- 
table volunteer organization, We are 
dedicated to help lost, strayed and 
abused animals. We run a small ani- 
mal shelter and adoption agency, We 
only accept animals on a space avail- 
able first come first serve basis, Be- 
cause we are small we must turn 
down many animals, Lost and stray 
animals have priority for admittance 
to the shelter. All adult animals ad- 
mitted to the shelter are checked by 
a vetcrinarian, given immunizations 
for rabies and other diseases and 
they are spayed or neutered. Puppies 
and kittens are checked for obvious 
problems, and given first immuniza- 
tions, All animals are then put up for 
adoption. Adoption fees are general- 
ly whatever the veterinary has 
charged the Animal Shelter, Every 
person adopting an animal signs a 
contract that they will take good care 
of the animal and if it is not neutered 
they will have it neutered or spayed. 
The Humane Society reserves the 
right to refuse to adopt an animal if 
they feel the animal will not be prop- 
erly cared for. It should be noted that 
we receive no money from any city, 
county, or state. All our funds come 
from donations and fund raising ac- 
tivities such as the Christmas Party 
for the animals in the shelter on De- 
cember 11, from 11:00 a.m. to 3:00 
p.m.

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REMEMBERING WITH JAKE- By Jake Bonneau 


In the early years of our Coffee 
County and Elba’s existence most of 
the churches were Primitive Baptist. 
Evergreen Cemetery owes its name 
to the church that was started near 
the southeast corner of the old part. 
That Evergreen Primitive Baptist 
Church building was moved across 
Pea River and erected on the hillside 
to the right of the bridge. The ceme- 
tery was started around that church 
building. We can all thank God that 
it became Elba’s burial ground up 
there on high ground. We all saw on 
tclevision the terrible floods in the 
Mid-West where vaults and caskets 
were washed out of the ground and 
scattered all over. 

I am not sure where the first 
Methodist Church in or near Elba 
was. I have been told that it was at or 
near the end of Simmons Street. 
Now, that was at a time, when Sim- 
mons Street went only near Beaver 
Dam Creek and stopped. There was 
only one bridge and that was on 
down at Putnam. I have been told 
that when they were to place a 
bridge there was when it was moved. 
I can not reconcile that because the 
present Methodist church was built 
in 1909, 

We never had but one Presbyteri- 
an church here. It was located on the 
corner of Moore and Simmons, 
Ricky Mularz lives in the house buiit 
by Dove Johnson that is in that 
place. The Blue family and Fred 
Simmons family were the primary 
founders of it. The few members fi- 
nally abandoned it. Joe Young 
bought a good bit of the heart pine 
joist and usable lumber when he and 
his brother, Lucious, built the Young 
house on Claxton in about 1925. The 
steeple with the bell in it finally fell 
one night in the mid 1930s. It was 
summer and everyone had the win- 
dows open: It was quite a shock to 
everyone in hearing when that bell 

hit the ground. I knew of no Pente-

costal churches in this early time. 
That is why none are mentioned. 

One of the oldest Missionary 
Baptist churches is Woodland 
Grove. It was constituted August 7, 
1855. Among the founders was L. H. 
Brunson. It is about six miles from 
Elba. E. J. Rogers and Thomas 
Rowe were early pastors. 

New Providence was the closest 
Baptist Church to Elba. It was locat- 
ed at the intersection of U. S. #84 
east and AL #87 (Samson Road). It 
is now Greater New Zion Baptist 
Church. It was sold to a Black group 
when the church members decided 
to build the first Baptist church in 
downtown Elba. That was done in 
1882. It was built on the corner of 
Buford and Court. The front of the 
church faced what is now Western 
Auto. The Elba Clipper is located on 
that same site. 

Whitewater Baptist Church’s first 
building was erected of logs in 1865. 
It is located about 3 miles from Elba 
on the Victoria road. This church has 
erected several buildings over the 
years and erected a pastorium. Most 
of the membership is from Elba, or 
nearby. 

Shiloh Baptist Church is located 
about 4 miles from Elba just off the 
Kinston road. It was constituted May 
23, 1857. Charter members were: 
Jane Hataway, Nancy Lundy, 
George M. Kierce, Elizabeth Lee, J. 
M. Rowe, and Margaret Jackson. 
Middleton Brooks was the first pas- 
tor. Church records show that it ac- 
cepted Black slaves for its member- 
ship. Everyone of the members were 
held to strict rules of the church and 
were expelled when not complied 
with. I cannot imagine how an 
church in today’s world would dare 
adhere to such rules. There would 
probably be no church. 

The Shiloh Cemetery is a very in- 
teresting one. I have always been at- 
tracted to cemeteries. That is where 
our history is and this one I find 
most interesting. 

I have heard all of my life of the 
big southern colonial home that once 
sat-on that hillside overlooking the 
rich flat land that extended towards 
Pea River. I believe that house 
burned long ago. The land was large- 
ly sanded in by the flood of 1929. 
This all belonged to Charles Stephen 
Lee. He and his part of the family 
are buried there in Shiloh Cemetery 
and all are well marked with very 
nice memorials as follows: Charles 
Stephen Lee, died January 11, 1875; 
age 69 years, 8 months, 7 days; Eliz- 
abeth Mary Lee, dicd October 21, 
1864; age 76 years, 11 months, 14 
days. In those times this was the way 
they did it. By the way, before her 
marriage, she was a Broughton. 

I don’t know exactly how many 
children they had. I do know that 
there are many Lee families that are 
the result of this union. Joseph E. P. 
Flournoy, March 31, 1824 - January 
19, 1891; Victoria Lee, wife of Jo- 
seph E. P. Flournoy, June 4, 1843 - 
January 19, 1915, 

Next is the Costello family. This 
is the one that attracted my attention 
when I was real young, because it 
was, and is, so unusual. All of these 
mentioned here are in the same lot. 
When I first saw it there was a cast 
iron fence around it all. It rusted out 
and some family members had it re- 
moved. I believe Jeanette Garrett 
had it done. The Costello family is 
as follows: Pierre D. Costello, whose 
body lics in an unknown grave in 
Tennessee. Born in Limerick, Ire- 
land 1829. Mortally wounded at 
Murfreesboro. Died January 4, 1863. 
Capt. Co, K. acting Licut. Col. 25th 
Alabama Volunteers C, 5, A.; Corde- 
lia A, Lee, wife of Pierre D. Costel- 
lo. Born May 1, 1835, died April 12, 


1911, Gain atter loss, crown after 
cross. Happy is she whose life is in 
the Lord; Camilla Costello, died 
May 21, 1879. Age 17 years, 3 
months, 15 days, She is not dead but 
gone before; Daniel Edmund Costel- 
lo died August 19, 1878, age 19 
years, 9 months, 14 days. He is not 
dead but gone before, 

There are also two marked graves 
of small Costello children, In that 
time so many died very young of 
diptheria, typhoid, small pox, etc. 

Some young men were target 
shooting and a bullet ricocheted and 
killed Camilla while she was picking 
peaches, I don’t know what caused 
the death of the son, Daniel Edmund, 
at the age of 19. I do know that Cor- 
delia A. Lee Costello lost her hus- 
band in the Civil War and all four of 
her children long before her death in 
1911, They have a nice family mark- 
er and all are well marked, Pierre D. 
Costello was the 2nd Probate Judge 
of Coffee County, James Claxton 
was the first, 

Joseph E. P, Flournoy and Victor- 
ia Lee Floumoy had 4 daughters. 
Flournoy was French Huguenot, as 
are the Bonneaus. Willie married Dr, 
William H, Coston, Nettye Flournoy 
never married and is buried next to 
Willie, Elizabeth married Samuel N. 


* Rowe, Maggie married John M, Gar- 


rett. All of the Flournoy daughters 
are at Elba Evergreen Cemetery. 

Some of Charles Stephen and 
wile’s sons were, Moses Jourdine 
Lee (Pete), Charles Stephen Lee 
(Ped), and John Lee (Pap), 

The oldest existing house in Elba 
is On the southeast corner of Buford 


and Adkison. It has been added to 
Over the years, but I have always 
been intrigued by a door in the hall- 
way that is 4 feet wide and 8 feet 
tall. This was built by Moses Jour- 
dine Lee. He had a fall and was ina 
wheel chair. That is why there is 
such a large door. 

Mrs. T. B. (May Lee) Bryan 
helped me with some details, 
Charles Stephen and Elizabeth were 
her great grandparents. Moses Jour- 
dine was her grandfather. Many are 
related to these families and are 
proud of their heritage and rightfully 
should be. 

There have been many Charles 
Stephen Lee's over the years. None 
have been Sr. or Jr. or Ist, 2nd, ect. I 
feel sure that all have been named 
for the one at Shiloh. 

It is nearing the Holiday Scason, 
so I believe this is a good time for 
mec lo Cease writing. Everyone is too 
busy to care during this time of the 
year. If I continue to function, the 
good Lord gave me a retentive mind. 
I can hardily walk, but writing does 
not require that, and people want me 
to continue, I will resume after the 
first of the year.

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Elba City Council’s Monday meeting ends with fireworks

The Elba City Council meeting 
Monday night ended with fireworks. 
After handling several rountine mat- 
ters, forward progress of the meeting 
hit a road block when Mayor Ricky 
Haywood asked Attorney Bill Stokes 
to read-a veto message. 

The message titled, “Veto Mes- 
sage from the Mayor of the City of 
Elba, Alabama read in part: 

Comes now Ricky Haywood, 
Mayor of the City of Elba, Alabama 
and do hereby notify all of the mem- 
bers of the City Council of the City 
of Elba, Alabama, that I have vetoed

the Resolution heretofore passed by 
this Council, on November 8th, 
1993, with reference to the hiring 
and termination of employment of 
various City Employees.” 

The veto was referring to or- 
dinance #1993-A passed two weeks 
ago by the city council. It was de- 
signed to give the city council final 
approval over hiring of all perma- 
nent employees. The ordinance was 
approved by all five council mem- 
bers. Haywood opposed the or- 
dinance and refused to sign it for 
publication in The Elba Clipper. 
Council members determined the 
signature wasn’t necessary and the 
ordinance was published as required 


Please do not mix 
rubbish & garbage 


The City of Elba is requesting 
that citizens do not mix rubbish and 
garbage in with the leaves they rake 
from their yards. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood said the 
city would continue to pick up those 
in plastic bags, but they don’t want 
plastics or anything else mixed with 
the Icaves. 

Haywood explained that they are 
Starling a composting program and 
furnishing leaves to homeowners. 
However these must be free of non- 
composting materials,

40 become law. 

The balance of the veto message 
used seven paragraphs of legal terms 
to say the ordinance violated Sec- 
tions 11-43-81 and 11-45 of the 
Code of Alabama, 

In later conversation, Stokes re- 
ferred to a court case where a city 
council was required to pay the sal- 
ary of a mayor’s private secretary. 
Reading all of that ruling finds this 
in Paragraph 4: 

“Mayor had authority to hire per- 
sonal secretary ... where city council 
did not take steps to claim exclusive 
authority to hire city employees...” 

The mayor recommended the 
council vote to sustain this veto. 
However the city council, on a mo- 
tion by Councilman Bill Brunson, 
voted to override the veto of the 
mayor. Again the vote was five to 
one, with all council members in fa- 
vor and the mayor opposing. 

Haywood then notified the coun- 
cil that he had terminated Street Su- 
perintendent James Simmons and 
Recreation Director Ricky Mularz. 
He said he had relieved them the 
morning after the council had voted 
at the last council meeting to re- 
instate the two, 

Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton asked what was happening, be- 
cause he had fired them and the 
council had already voted to put 
these people back to work. Hay- 
owood reminded her that the council 
had the same option as at the last, 


meeting and could make the same 
motion again and he had the same 
option to fire them, 

When asked by council members 
where this was leading and would he 
fire them again in the moming if the 
council voted to reinstate again, the 
mayor said, “It won't be in the morn- 
ing, | am tired of writing letters, | am 
going to fire them again tonight.” 


Waylon Adkinson addressed the 
mayor and said “In other words 
Mayor, you are saying to hell with 
the council.” The mayor denied that 
was what he was saying. Adkinson 
continued with, “I have sat here and 
listened to all this and I am sick of it. 
I am concerned about our town and | 
am concerned about my _ business. 
Something has got to happen in 


Elba, Alabama. We clected five peo- 
ple, five councilmen to run this city, 
we didn’t vote for a dictatorship.” 

After a five minute recess re- 
quested by the council, the debate 
continued. 

The council voted to reinstate the 
two terminated employees and to re- 
lease the two temporary department 
heads hired by the mayor. Those are 


the Acting Street Superintendent and 
Acting Recreation Director. 

The council then voted unan- 
imously to authorize the Mayor Pro 
Tem (Bill Brunson) to take whatever 
legal steps necessary to enforce the 
actions and/or wishes of the city 
council, 

The mecting was then quickly ad- 
journed. 


More leases signed on old city school buildings

The Elba City Council approved 
leasing parts of the old Elba school 
complex to four different groups. 
Mrs. Dolray Fleming was successful 
in getting a two year lease on the for- 
mer Junior High wing; Reverend 
Hirron Williams and The New 
Abundant Life Deliverance Church 
got a five year lease on the auditor- 
ium, two bathrooms and a couple of 
offices; Ken English recevied a five 
year lease on the Elementary school 
lunchroom and kitchen; a group 
called Basic Outreach has requested 
the back part of the “new” wing of 
the former high school, up to the 
breezeway. The council indicated 
they would approve this also when a 
lease had been prepared. 


A lengthly debate erupted during 
discussion on these leases. Council 
members expressed concern over the 
safety of the flood damaged build- 
ings. The motions to lease the facil- 
ities included an agreement that the 
safety of the facilities would be de- 
termined before any public use was 
permitted, 

The council approved a $504.80 
bill from Maddox Signs. This was 
for some trophies and plaques or- 
dered for the Recreation Department 
a couple of weeks ago, according to 
the mayor. They also approved pay- 
ment of attorney fees to the plantiff 
lawyers in the redistricting lawsuit. 
These fees had been ordered by the 
federal court in the case. 

Mrs. Helen McCollough was re- 
appointed to the Elba Housing Au- 
thority. 


Police Chief Jack Parker reported 
the department received 34 com- 
plaints and issued 16 traffic cita- 
tions, including four for driving un- 
der the influence. There were 19 
criminal arrest and three auto ac- 
cidents investigated. Police officers 
cited 18 for doing business in the 
City of Elba without a business li- 
cense. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 12 dogs. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood told the 
council he still didn’t know exactly 
how much extra money would be 
needed to meet the bond payment 
due on December Sth. He said he 
would call city council members on 
the telephone as soon as he had that 
number. 

Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton asked if a special meeting 


wouldn’t be necessary if there 
wasn’t enough money in the bank to 
make the payment. Finally Haywood 
understood her question and said he 
would call an afternoon or evening 
mecting if that was necessary. 

An operating budget for the city 
sull hasn’t been approved. However 
Brunson passed out copies of a re- 
vised budget proposal for council 
members to consider for the next 
two weeks. Brunson’s proposal 
doesn’t require an additional 1¢ 
sales tax (Or any lax increase) re- 
quested by Haywood. 

Mrs. Treva Driscoll, representing 
the 20th Century Study Club and the 
Azalea Garden Club, asked several 
questions about Elba recycling pro- 
gram. She also requested that Elba 
get into recycling newspapers and 
other reusable items. 


Coffee County Commission ups sheriff's salary $7,500.00

In Monday’s Coffee County 
Commission meeting, Sheriff Brice 
Paul was successful in getting com- 
missioners’ support on three matters 
requiring passage of local legisla- 
tion. 

The sheriff’s first request was on 
behalf of the county’s two coroners. 
He asked the commissioners to ap- 
prove the introduction of a local bill 
by Representative Jimmy Holley al- 
lowing the coroners to appoint a dep- 
uty coroner. 

At the present time, sheriff's dep- 
uties, with the approval of the coro- 
ners, have been acting on their be- 
half in their absence. 


After researching the matter, 


Sheriff Paul was unable to find in 
the Alabama Code or locally where 


Head, Mike Carnley, Barry Giles, and Jr. Miss Elba Emily Crowe. 


it was legally within the coroner’s 
authority to appoint a deputy. 

With the introduction and passage 
of local legislation, this will be pos- 
sible. The commissioners approved 
the move. 

Paul’s second request dealt with 
the sheriff’s salary. Presently, Coffee 
County’s sheriff receives an annual 
salary of $40,000.00. 

The state’s constitution sets the 
sheriff's salary at $35,000 while lo- 
cal legislation allows for an addition- 
al $5,0000. 

A sheriff's salary cannot be in- 
creased during his present term of 
office, but an increase can be made 
with it being paid at the beginning of 
the next term. 

Paul asked that the commission- 
ers give their blessing to local legis- 
lation raising the sheriff's salary to 
$55,000.00. 

Commissioner Sid Averett op- 
posed the raising of the sheriff's sal- 
ary. 
Averett sited other cases where 
salary increases were mandated by 
the legislature but no money was 
forthcoming. 

Sheriff Paul’s contention was that 
in order to get a qualified man to run 
for sheriff, the salary will have to be 
made attractive. 

“A sheriff works 24-hours a day - 
seven days a week - 365 days a 
year,” said Paul, 

After much discussion, the com- 
mission compromised and agreed to 


support local legislation raising the 
sheriff's salary to $47,500.00. 

Paul’s final request was for the 
increase of the cost of a pistol permit 
from $10 to $20. This also requires 
local legislation. 

Of the $20, the sheriff’s depart- 
ment is to receive $12 and the 


county will get $8. 

Sheriff Paul pointed out that the 
pistol permits presently generate be- 
tween $6,000 and $8,000 annually. 

The funds are used to buy equip- 
ment, provide specialized training 
for deputies and other items needed 
by the sheriff's department 


A new computer system recently 
installed in the sheriff's department 
was paid for with funds derived from 
the sell of pistol permits. 

An attempt was made to get the

Local BOE receives nothing 
but good news from super

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
had nothing but good news for the 
Elba City School Board Thursday 
night. 

The first bit of news was that a re- 

cent letter from State Superintendent 
of Education Wayne Teague an- 
nouncing that increased enrollment 
in the Elba schools qualifies the 
school for an additional 2.17 teacher 
units, This converts to about $65,000 
a year in additional funds from the 
slate, 
_ The local system has been fund- 
ing 14 teachers on a local level and 
this action will give some relief to 
the multi-million dollar local school 
budget. 

Pearce explained the increase in 
teacher units was due to several 
things, Even though there was a drop 
in enrollment in the high school, an 


increase in elementary students more 
than offset that drop. A legislative 
bill lowering the maximum number 
of students in the classroom to 25 for 
the lower grades adds a grade each 
year, A surprisingly low absentee 
rate all fall also helped the Average 
Daily Attendance. Those three facts 
combined to qualify the system for 
the additional teacher units. 

Pearce also predicted a larger 
check from federal impact aid will 
bolster the budget. Impact aid comes 
from the federal government and is 
based on three things: children of 
full time military personnel, children 
of civilians involyed with govem- 
ment agencies and those residing in 
federal subsidized housing. 

Aneise Coleman resigned from 
the Elementary School — custodial 
siaff and was replaced by Mary Ann 
Lee, 

The board adjourned and met in- 
formally to review a new computer 
program at the high school library. 


who authorized installing the pipe 
out Taylor Mill Road when work of- 
ficially approved by the board on 
Herman Driggers Drive still isn’t 
done.
